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WOMEN ATTACKED, 
FACTS CONCEALED. 


Seores of Outrages Are Com- 
mitted on Streets, Which 
Never Are Investigated 
Fully by Police. 


SUPPRESS ALL DETAILS. 


Cri mes Become Known Only When 
Indignant Citizens Make Pro- 
tests, Demanding an 


Inquiry. 


The danger which an unprotected woman 
runs in venturing upon the streets of Chi- 
cago after nightfall is not realized by the 
public at large. It is realized only by those 
women who have met with attacks and in- 
sults from hoodlums in districts inadequate- 
ly or inefficiently patrolled by police. 

From an investigation made by Tug TriB- 
UNE it appears that scores of these outrages 
upon unattended women have taken place 
recently in certain quarters of the city. The 
public @oes not hear of them because the 
police effectually suppress them. ‘They are 
suppressed Much more completely than the 
burglaries and holdups, of which the public 
hears only through “ leaks” in and out of 
the police department. Furthermore, it ap- 
pears that the reports of attacks on women 
are dismissed practically without investiga- 
tion or attempts to bring the malefactors to 
justice, 

The conditions revealed by Taz TRIBUNE's 
investigation have obtained for years ap- 
parently and have only now been brought 
home to the public by the remarkable series 
of outrages of which the murder of Mrs. 
Bessie Hollister at Halsted and Center streets 
was the climax. Every instance is an argu- 
ment for the doubling of saloon licenses and 
the increase of the police force. 


Three Women Attacked in One Day. 

Following are three examples of these out- 
rages which transpired yesterday. In each 
cage the story came from indignant citizens 
in the neighborhoods where the attacks took 
place. Information concerning each instance 
was obtained from the police with difficulty. 

A typical example of the ruffianism with 
which the police department weakly is pre- 
tending to cope was given Saturday evening 
when, on Grand boulevard and within 200 
feet of the house where she is employed &s 
a domestic, Margaret Nevins, 46 years old, 
was attacked by a youth and severely beat- 


em, The motive either was robbery or worse. 


Margaret Nevins is employed at the res- 
idencé of Robert K. 8. Catherwood, 4442 
Grand boulevard. At about 8 o'clock Satur- 


day evening she left the house on an errand. | 


She had ‘gone but a short distance when a 
young man walking in front of her turned 
round and sald: 

“ Where's Fiftieth street?” 

“O that's a long ways from here,” 
replied. 

Knocked Down and Kicked. 

Then without warning the man struck her 
in the face, knocking her down, and kicked 
her viciously. Attracted by the woman's 
screams several pedestrians came running 
up and the man fied. No policeman was in 
sight and the Fiftieth street police station 
was notified later by telephone. — 

The woman was taken to the house and 
medical aid summoned. Her mouth and one 
eye were cut and she had sustained severe 
bruises about the body. The injuries, while 
serious, will not prove fatal. 

“Margaret is an old servant,’’ said Mr. 
Catherwood, her employer, in the afternoon. 
“She is a middle aged woman and has our 
confidence. She says that the attack was 
entirely unsuspected.” 

The assault was kept quiet ff not wholly 
suppressed at the Fiftieth street station. 
The Heutenant commanding seemed sur- 
prised when asked for information on the 
case, and then intimated the belief that 
the woman was not telling the whole truth. 

“She must have known the fellow,’ he 
said. ‘‘She would not have talked to him 
otherwise. We have to look at these cases 
from many sides.”’ 

“Suppose you looked at it as a simple 
case of rufianly assault?"’ he was asked: 

“ Well, there are plenty of: ruffans loose, 
that’s sure,’’ he replied, 


Insulted and Then Attacked. 

The second example is that of Mrs. Paul E. 
Netzband, who was attacked by a man who 
entered her husband’s liquor store at 10 
minutes of 12 last Friday night. Mr. Netz- 
band’s saloon is only feur blocks west of 
the place where Mrs. Bessie Hollister was 
murdered. It fronts on Webster avenue 
at the corner of;Seminary avenue. At the 
time of the attack Mrs. Netzband was alone 
in the saloon taking care of the business 
while her husband went upstairs for a few 
minutes. The family lives above the store, 

Mr. Netzband scarcely was out of the sa- 
loon door at the rear stairway when a strang- 
er, who appeared to be intoxicated, entered 
the place. He called for a drink and then 
began to talk to Mrs. Netzband in such a way 
that she became frightened. Fearing to 
scream lest he should kill her, the woman 
backed away from the bar. The intruder 
tried to grab her, and, it is claimed, made 
vile and insulting remarks. Angered be- 
cause the woman refused to listen to him, 
the man threw a glass at her bead. It grazed 
her face and crashed against the wall. By 
this time Mrs. Netzband was trembling with 
fright. Fainti she rushed toward the 
door, s stuantladter help. 

Two policemen, Officer Bialk and Officer 
Randall, of the North Halsted street police 
station, were passing the place at the time. 
They rushed to the woman’sassistance. The 
husband, attracted by the sound of the 
breaking glass, also appeared. In the mean- 
time the intruder had escaped from the 
saloon and was starting down the street. 
He was arrested. Mrs. Netzband identified 
him as her assailant.. He gave his name 
as William J. Ryan, 67 Crosby street. The 
prisoner is 34 years.old. He will be given 
a hearing before Justice Mayer Feb. 9. 


Attacked While on Street. 

Scarcely a block from this attack is the 
scene of the attack which was made upon 
Mrs. W. J. Miles, 260 Seminary avenue, last 
Tuesday afternoon. Before dusk a man 
grabbed Mrs. at the corner of Shef- 
field and Beld avenue and insulted her. 
Then he made his escape after people had 
been attracted by Mrs. Miles’ screams. 

The ‘police investigated the case and ar- 
rested L. H. Winge, living at Osgood and 
Belden avenues, as & suspect. He is charged 
with disorderly comduct. According to 
neighbors there have been several similar 
attacks on women recently in the locality. 

Winge is 25 years old. He will be given a

After an hour's exertions she worked her 
bindings loose and was free. She went to 
the police station and detectives were dis- 
patched to the room. They could find no 
trace of the “‘ agents.” 

Experience of Miss McNamara. 

Miss McNamara also answered an adver- 
tisement and came to Chicago Saturday 
morning. She went to 135 Locust street, 
where, she says, she paid the men $10, for 
which they were to obtain hera position. 
As she was told the place would be secured 
soon, she left her valise, containing her 
wearing apparel, at the office and went toa 
hotel. 

When she returned to the office yesterday 
afternoon the agents had fled and the police 
were in charge. She was told of the rob- 

bery and added her experience. 

Richmond and Roberts gave the landlord 
when they rented the room a lst of several 
theatrical companies which they said they 
represented. Their room is on the first floor 
of the building which faces in .Wells street. 


Learn One Swindler’s Identity. 

After investigation the police said Roberts 
is Harry Melican, one of the best known con- 
fidence men in Chicago. For ten years, it is 
said, he and his accomplices have victimized 
many young women of jewelry and money by 
promising them employment with theatrical 
companies. Melican has been convicted in 
the Criminal court and has served sentences 
in the county jail. 

He recently was released from the county 
jail. When he obtained his freedom he told 
his friends he was going to lead an honest 
life im the future. 

In‘the Locust street flat was found evi- 
dence that in the short time the two confi- 
dence men have been there they have 
gen more than a dozen young women.

It is said that the Union Pacific some time 
ego took over all the Illinois Central stock 
owned by the Railroad Securities company, 
a New Jersey corporation organized by the 
Harriman interests for the purpose of own- 
ing and holding Hlinois Central shares. 

The records show that this company* had 


| acquired at least 80,000 shares of this stock, 


and this added to the stock already in the 
nands of the Union Pacific would make that 
road at present a holder of at least 240,000 
shares, of a par value of $24,000,000. 

That the money for the purchase of these 
shares has come from the sale of other se- 
curities owned by the Union Pacific is ac- 
cepted as a fact by several financiers who 
discussed the matter yesterday. 

It has been practically admitted that the 
Union Pacific interests have been selling 
holdings of Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific in the market, and, according to the 
Chicago story, the apportionment of the pro- 
ceeds of this sale will eventually be devoted 
to the payment ef the price of the HMlinois 
Central shares. 

Stock Is Accumulating. 

According to Wall street this stock has been 
accumulated, but has not yet been trans- 
ferred to any corporation and still stands in 
the names of individuals. 

It is a matter of record that the Union Pa-

Perjured Statement Bought? 

First of these, according to the attorneys 
who are atting for Mrs. Hartje, will be the 
implication of one of the city’s best known 
men, another millionaire or thereabouts. it 
is alleged that it was this man who secured 
the statement, declared to bea perjury, from 
the coachman and paid him for his fiction. 

‘There have been rumors of this case in 
Pittsburg for months, but they had been care- 
fully hushed. The story only came out in ail 
its blackness when Hooe safely was lodged 
in jail in Youngstown, and, according to Mrs, 
Hartje’s lawyers, had put his name to an- 
other and altogether different statement, 
which they say confesses complete perjury. 

Hooe is now held in jail in default of $10,- 
000 bail. It was intimated today that mys- 
terious efforts had been made to have the 
bail reduced with a view to securing the 
man’s freedom. The intimation added that 
these efforts have been checkmated by the 
threats of Mrs. Hartje’s attorneys to make 
public the man’s second confession the mo- 
ment his bail was reduced and paid. 


Fortunes for Wife’s Cause. 

Every charge made by her husband is in- 
dignantly denied by Mrs. Hartje and all her 
friends, and they are legion in Pittsburg. 
She has filed a cross sult to her husband's 
suit alleging cruel and barbarous treatment.

Since her husband's suit was filed last Octo- 
ber Mrs. Hartje, with her children, has been 
living at the home of her father. Mr. Scott 
today declared that his daughter is the 
victim of a plot and he would not rest 
until the conepirators were punished.

Sunday Scenes in Barrooms. 


Dr: Bartlett then told of the results of the 
visit of a committee of twenty-five men 
* from the various churches to the saloons 
Sunday before last. Between 200 and 300 
saloons were visited. 

“In one saloon,”” he said, “ fifty-seven 
‘men were found, many of them drinking. 
In a large proportion of the saloons men 
were drunk. One saloon had twenty-four 
men in it, every one of whom was drunk. 
Any one of these drunkards may at any 
minute become a murderer, ora thief, or an 
abuser of the family. 

“In a number of these saloons women 
were found. One experienced worker who 
has been prosecuting cases for years where 
liquor was sold to minors and drunkards, 
eaid that as he passed one saloon a woman 
came out of it so drunk that she turned 
around and broke the glass window in front 
of ‘the bullding. 


Faces Like Those of Wild Men. 


“In some of these saloons the men had the 
appearance of wild men. One worker said 
that it scared him to see such faces. Their 
eyes were bloodshot; they looked like men 
who had had no sleep for days. Men in such 
@ condition will do almost anything. 

“All this was on the Lord's day, when the 
_@tate law requires every salocn to be closed.

The Rev. L. 8. W. Leselann, pastor of 
Trinity Methodist Episcopal church, devoted 
his entire morning sermon to the advocacy 
of the raising of the saloon license and the 
enforcement of the Sunday closing law. 

“It is a diagrace to thé city of Chicago,” 
he’said, “that the saloons are allowed to 
remain open on the Sabbath day, and the 
time soon must come when the law will be 
obeyed and they will be cloged."’ 


‘Co-operation Sermons Close. 


The series of codperative sermons that were 
participated in by the pastors of the Memorfial 
Baptist, South Congregational, O nd 
Methodist, and All Souls’ churches was 
brought to a close last evening. The min- 
isters who first advanced the idea and took 
part in the experiment are more than satis- 
fied with the result of their work; and exfect 
to take up the plan again at some future 
date. The scheme will be discussed at a ban- 
quet to be given at Memorial Baptist church 
next Monday, at which twenty-five of the rep- 
resentative members of each church will be 
present. 

“Chicago's Sunday’’ was the subject of 
the final discourse. Jenkin Lioyd Jones, in 
All Souls’ church, dwelt on the growth of a 
great secular Sunday, and asserted that 
periodic rest is economic, if not absolutely 
neceagsary, in order to raise the usefulness 
of the laborer to the maximum. 

“ The saloons,” he said, ‘‘ should be closed, 
because’ their power for evil is increased on 
Sunday. They menace the quiet and rest- 
fulness of the day, and greatly increase the 
temptations of the unwary.”’ 

In this connection he urged the expediency 
of the increase of the city license to $1,000. 


Suggestion to, the Church. 


Ia the Rev. Willard B. Thorp’s version of 
the codperative sermon preached in South 
Congregational church the minister said: 

** The church has a message to the working- 
men on this Sunday question, but itis a mea- 
sage she must not speak with a club in her 
hand. She must speak to them in’behalf of 
their own interests and liberties. She must 
speak as their champion, not as their custo- 
dian.”’ é 

The Rev. J. H. McDonald of Oakland Meth- 
odist church and the Rev. E. P. Tuller of 
Memorial Baptist church also urged the clos- 
ing of the saloons on Sunday. 


Dever Explains His Position. 


Ald. Dever talked frankly about the 
troubles which some aldermen like himself 
find themselves in over the $1,000 license 
proposition. He went to the root of a good 
deal of bad government in all large cities. 

**I do not know how I shall vote on this 
question,’’ he said, ‘‘and anybody who is 
willing to be fair can easily understand how it 
is I do not know. The trouble with me and 
with other aldermen like me, is not our fault 
but that of our constituents, who ought to 
be holding up our hands. 

“Now, take my ward, the Seventeenth. 
It is & good ward and in the main inhabited 
by as good class of citizens as any other. 
Now, this ward has as many, if not more, 
saloons in it in proportion to population than 
any other in Chicago. These saloonkeepers 
are to a man opposed to the increase in the 
license fee. It aleo happens that most of 
these: saloonkeepers and the men who are 
associated with them are about the only peo- 
ple in the ward, who take the trolble to at- 
tend a primary election. Few other citizens 
take the pains to go to the primary or even 
tell their alderman what they think about 
the matter. 

“ So there you are. As Isaid I do not know 
tow I am going to vote on this license ques- 
ticn. As I look at it now, I think a ccompro- 
mise on $750 a year would be the best thing. 
But what I want to say is that if the whole 
electorate would take an active and not a 
passive interest in good government wq 
would come a great deal nearer having it.’’ 

The Seventeenth Ward Improvement asso- 
ciation, an organization which has _ co- 
operated in the past with Ald. Dever and 
Sitts, has come out for the $1,000 license. 


License Committee Meets Today. 


The license committee will meet in the 
council chamber at 3:30 this afternoon. Al- 
though the session will be open to all, there 
will be no further public debate, the alder- 
men preferring to thrash it out among them- 
selves, though a silent bombardment of peti- 
tions and resolutions will be accepted up to 
the last and will receive due attention. The 
committee has practically made up its mind 
to disagree, sending a majority and a minor- 
ity report to the council tonight, where both 
will go over for consideration next week. 


“Write to Your Alderman.” 


‘‘ Write to your alderman if he is on the 
fence,’”’ Chairman Dunn of the license com- 
mittee suggested, ‘“‘I have been informed 
by a number of aldermen that they are care- 
fully weighing the saloon and ‘ law and order 
forces’ in their bailiwicks and will vote ac- 
cording to the strength displayed. Don’t 
be content merely to sign a petition. Write 
your alderman a letter or call him up on the 
telephone and assure him where you stand. 
If half the advocates of increased police pro- 
tection take that much trouble the $1,000 
license will be carried by a safe majority, and 
we shall be out of our difficulties for a good 
many years to come.”’ 


Opposed to Any Compromise. 


The Rev. Thomas P. Hodnett of the Church 
of the Immaculate Conception, came out 
strongly against the “‘ compromise "’ plan. 

‘There should be no compromise,’ he de- 
clared. ‘‘ That sum has been found reason- 
able elsewhere, and it should go through. 
Anything less will bring in considerably less 
revenue, and will touch but a few of the 
dramshops which an adequate tax would put 
out of business. 

“A license of $1,000 will change the aspect 
of the saloon business in many districts, 
placing it in the hands of men of character 
who will not dare to break the law by selling 
to minors or a disreputable trade.’’

The Rev. Maurice Dorney of St. Gabriel's 
Roman Catholic church will speak at 
a massmeeting which has been called in his 
district this week to discuss the high Hcense 
fight.

Police Efficient Under Compulsion. 
Here are a set of facts,;. out of*which the 
sincerity of Mahoney's excuse may be judged:

ly. The police are in absolute control of the 
situation. 

Citizens ask why it is necessary that the 
police must be specifically ** roasted ”’ before 
they enforce the law. Mayot Dunne and 
Chief Collins have not answered the question. 


Liquor Not the Only Evil. 


Freiberg’s has other vicious qualities aside 
from its tendency te sell liquor after hours. 
The police cannot be blamed that it is open; 
judicial orders provided for that. The po- 
lice, however, have their eyes closed, now 
that it is open. The hall, or the “‘ Twenty- 
second Street theater,’’ as a flashy electric 
sign outside falsely proclaims it to be, is 
crowded nightly with levee characters, dis- 
solute women, and young girls drinking and 
dancing, often in a state of intoxication. 

There is an unmistakable air of confidence 
about the place, extending from Ike Bloom, 
who is Known to Capt. Mahoney and the 
police as the “ boss,”” down to the musi- 
cians, waiters, and bartenders. Disorderly 
scenes are to be witnessed in the place al- 
most every evening of the week, and this in 
spite of the promises made by the nominal 
owners, Benjamin Stanbury and Fred M. 
Adler, to conduct the hall and saloon in a 
“respectable” manner. Both the amuse- 
ment license and the saloon license were se- 
cured through a writ of mandamus after the 
applications had been rejected by Chief Col- 
lins. 


New Name, Same Conditions. 


The @isorderly resort conducted at the 
place by Fred Freiberg had its lHcense f- 
voked by the mayor last August. The place 
then remained closed qntil Sept. 19, when 
Judge Thomas Windes issued a writ of man- 
damus compelling Mayor Dunne to grant a 
saloon license to Fred M. Adler. A change 
of name in the saloon license apparently cut 
no figure—it was Freiberg’s ld resort, which 
opened again, d the same old conditions— 
emong them the presence of Ike Bloom—soon 
were reéstablished, 

Similar proceedings had to be used to se- 
cure the license which’ permits Bloom to 
eperate the “ Twenty-second Street thea- 
ter.’ The applicaticn was. mede in the 
name of Stanbury and bore the indorse- 
ment of Capt. Mahoney. Chief Collins 
promptly rejected the application on the 
ground that the place for years had been 
a notoriously disreputable rceort. 

Stanbury, or those behind him, took the 
cage into court and secured from Judge Mar- 
cus Kavanagh a writ of mandamus ¢om- 
pelling the city to issue an amusement license 
to conduct a “theater.” The license, of 
course, was granted. 


Capt. Mahoney Gives Recommendation. 


Following is the report of Capt. Mahoney 
cn Stanbury’s application: 

John M. Collins, general superintendent of po- 
lice: Dear sir—Upon investigation I find appli- 
cant to be of good character and regard him as 
a person who will observe the laws and ordinances 
reguiating the avocation in question. I do not 
know of any reason why a license should not be 
granted him. JOHN J. MAHONEY, Capt. 

Both Mayor Dunne and Chief Collins tock 
the position that the place never again 
ought to be opened as a drinking resort be- 
cause of its history as a disorderly hall and 
unsavory reputation of many years’ stand- 
ing. 

“Theater’’ Is Open Deception. 

The ** theater ’’ is a fraud on the face of It. 
There is nothing remotely resembling a the- 
atrical performance to be seen, although an 
admission price of 25 cents is charged. The 
sign outside and the music issuing from the 
resort would lead passersby to believe @ 
vaudeville performance were going on inside. 
This is not true. Around the sides of the hall 
sit crowds of men, women, and young girls, 
drinking and indulging in boisterous con- 
versation and laughter. Waiters scurry 
hither and thither, taking and serving orders 
for liquor. 

On the stage in the farther end of the hal! 
are the musicians, who dispense giddy music 
at short intervals all evening. 

After each dance there is constant drinking 
until the next begins. After having three or 
four drinks and an equal number of dances, 
often with men they never have seen before, 
young girls taken there by escorts, who have 
“just dropped in to see what the place is 
like,”’ are on the high road to ruin. 

The bar and the “ theater,”’ which is only 
a dancing hall, work hand in glove. The one 
opens in on the other amd the waiters have 
their orders filled at what is supposed to be 
Adler’s bar. The management of the saloon 
and the dance hall is the same. Ike Bloom 
is the moving spirit’of the place. j 


Most Places Close Promptly. 


The Saturday night crowds flocked through 
the levee district until the small hours of 
yesterday morning with thirsts unquenched 
except by the innocent soft drinks served in 
lieu of stronger beverages. The “ lid,’’ for 
the moment, seems to have been screwed 
dewn by the police. 

At Freiberg’s dance hall the crowds openly 
were served with all sorts of drinks until 1:13 
a. m., but after that time only an occasional 
glass of liquor was slipped secretly to favorite 
patrons among the tables. Until nearly 8 
a. m. the orchestra furnished music for the 
scores of dancers and as many more sight- 
seers who filled the place.

Four Hundred Ministers to Support.

Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 4.—The Rev. Ret- 
ben A. Torrey and Charles M. Alexander, the 
revivalists, who have conducted religious 
campaigns in all parts of the world, began 
in this city today a three months’ miission 
which will cost about $50,000, and which will 
be supported by 400 ministers cof this section.

The committee in charge of the revival has 
spared no money in attempting to arouse 
the religious interest of the people of the city. 
Hand bills and small cards announcing the 
nreetings have been distributed by thousands, 
and ‘throughout the city on dead walls and 
fences, side by side with theatrical adver- 
tisements, large posters bearing a picture of 
the cross and appropriate bible verses may 
be seen. The money to carry on the cam- 
paign is being collected through general con- 
tributions of the citizens of the city. 


Use Armories for Meeting Places.

Regiment armory, in the northern part of the 
city, during the month of February. Next 
month it will be conducted in the Third 
Regiment armory, situated in the southern 
section of Philadelphia, and during April 
the meetings will again be held in the Sec- 
ond Regiment armory. Afternoon and even- 
ing meetings will be held daily except Sat- 
urday, which day Messrs.“Torrey and Alex- 
ander have reserved for rest and study.

Finerty Matter Up Again.

A minority of the committee, which hap- 
pened to be a majority at the meeting when 
the nomination was considered, voted to con- 
firm it and the majority announces that it 
will fight the confirmation on the floor of the 
council.

1, or whether they want to continue the 
present price of $1 with the hope that at some 
indefinite time in the future, perhaps five 
years and perhaps ten, they possibly can 
get 75 cent gas.

Bemis Calls 75 Cents Enough. 


Henry M. Ashton, thé mayor's special 
counsel in the gas matter, received a:letter 
from Prof. Edward W. Bemis of Cleveland 
during the day, in which Prof. Bemis said 
that In view of the report of the accountants 
that 45.45 cents a thousand cubic feet was 
the cost of making gas in Chicago, he would 
say that 75 cents was a liberal price for its 
sale. In making this estimate Prof. Bemis 
sticks to his old position that the amount 
of actual capitalization. should not be taken 
into consideration and the interest charges 
ought to be confined to 6 per cent on the 
amount of money necessary to duplicate the 
plants. 

In his letter Prof. Bemis says: 

“It has come to my attention that my let- 
ter of Jan. 15 has been understood to !mply 
that I favored a rate of 8 cents. That was 
far from my thought in writing the sentence 
which led to the misunderstanding. Taking 
the certain large increases in the sales of gas 
during the next few years into consideration, 
I believe a 65 cent rate would enable the com- 
pany to take care of all depreciation and pay 
6 per cent on the cost of construction of its 
property. Surely 75 cents would be eminent- 
ly conservative.”’ 

This letter will be sent to the council by the 
mayor at this evening's meeting. 


Mayor’s Cincinnati Sermon. 


In his Cincinnati sermon Mayor Dunne re- 
peated his former arguments age to the mu- 
nicipal ownership of street car lines and 
then advocated the same remedy for evils 
in the gas situation. After claiming that the 
experience of European cities which owned 
and operated their public utilities had been 
that the cost to the user was lessened and 
the service improved, the mayor went on 
to say: 

“ The same is true in reference to gas. In 
England, wherever municipal ownership has’ 
been established, the cost of gas is consid- 
erably less than where the gas is furnished 
by private companies. The private com- 
panies operating “in Glasgow before they 
were purchased by the municipality charged 
consumers $1 a thousandicubic feet, while the 
municipal company now being operated by 
the city of Glasgow charges 52 cents a thou- 
sand. Private gas companies in England 
are now charging 80 cents and publicly 
owned companies charge from 52 to 80 cents. 

“Some years ago it was found that there 
were eight private gas companies in Virginia 
and four municipal plants. All but two of 
the private companies charged from $2 to 
$3 a thousand cubic feet, and the average 
of the eight companies was $2.11. Turee of 
the public works charged $1.60 and one of 


them $1.44, and the average cost tothe people, 


operating expenses and 
was $1.17. 


Makes Other Comparisons. 


“Im West Virginia there were five private 
companies and one municipal plant. One 
of the private companies charged $1 a thou- 
sand cubic feet, another $1.60, and the other 
three $2 and $2.25. ‘Phe public works in 
Wheeling charged 75 cents a thousand, and 
the total cost to the people was 50 cents 
there being no debt and no interest to pay, 
operating cost, depreciation, and taxes be- 
ing the whole expense.

He 
couldn’t raise any one by the door bell, so he 
raised the window and crawled in. Now, 
what do you think the woman who lived there 
liad done? Why, she had locked all the doors 
on the inside and crawled out of the window. 
I suppose she thought that would fool the 
burglars. Well, the sergeant locked the win- 
dow, locked the doors on the outside, and took 
the key to the next door neighbor. 

- Tt’s got so now you have to watch for day- 
light burglars just as much as the night kind, 
They don’t work alone or in pairs, neces- 
sarily—they’re getting so strong they work in 
threes and fours and bring a wagon. Some- 
times the people in the surrounding flats see 
four husky men moving out the furniture of 
the family on the ground floor and stacking it 
in a wagon in the alley.

Shortly after her husband’s death Mrs. 
Yerkes announced that she did not propose 
to wait until her own death to have the con-

Allowing two years for the settlement of 
the estate Mrs. Yerkes expected that work 
on the institution could be begun not later 
than the spring of 1908. 

In cérrespondence with the executors, most 
of whom live in Chicago, Mrs. Yerkes-Miz- 
ner’s intentions were expressed, and at once 
there was a hitch. Following some spirited 
letters Mr. Owsley appeared on the scene 
and had an interview with Mrs. Yerkes- 
Mizner on Saturday afternoon, 

Mr. Owsley declared that the will was 
plain regarding the hospital project and that 
the executors did not feel authorized to ai- 
low any of the estate funds to be used for 
the purpose while Mrs. Mizner lives.

New York, Feb. 4.—[Special.}—The issu-

It ig reported that the young woman was 
taken off the boat on which she was a pas- 
senger when only a mile from Yokohama and 
placed aboarda yacht. Many weeks later the 
yacht is said to have been located in New 
York harbor, but the young woman passen- 
ger was missing. The New York police were 
asked to find the girl. Investigation by cen- 
tral office detectives resuited in their locat- 
ing her, it is said, in an insane asylum in 
this city. 

It was stated that when the yacht came 
into port with the kidnaped woman the au- 
thorities found that she was virtually a pris- 
oner in the cabin.

ATTACKS SENATOR’S MOTIVES IN 
FRAMING COMMERCE LAW. 


Candidate Declares He has Heard So- 
lon Drafted the Measure Incorrectly 
in Interests of Rai:ways in Reply-~ 
ing to Allegations He Is Creature 
ef Transportation Companies—Ad- 
vises Opponents to Leave That Issue

Eldorado, Iil., Feb. 4—[Special.]—With 
meetings in Shawneetown, Equality, and 
Carmi, Richard Yates completed his first 
week's campaigning for the United States 
senate. He changed his tactics yesterday, 
and said something about the issues, espe- 
cially railroad rate legislation. 

In doing so hé found opportunity to call at- 
tention to the fact that some people charge 
that Senator Cullom worked more for the 
railroads than for the nation’s interests when 
he helped in the framing of the interstate 
commerce law. 

Yates did not make the charge. He merely 
repeated what he had been told, and said 
he did not know. One of yesterday's meet- 
ings had to be abandoned—that at Harris- 
burg. A hotel porter at Elizabethtown al- 
lowed the candidate to oversleep, and so late 


which took him up the Ohio thirty-five miles 
to Shawneetown did not get in until noon, 

In the speech dealing with railroad rates 
and the interstate: commerce commission 
Yates said: 

“ The president has expressed himself with 
no uncertain sound on the subject of the rate 
reform. He believes the pregent laws de- 
fective and has said so repeatedly. The law 
to which he has given close aftention in his 
speeches and messages to congress is what 
is commonly calied the interstate commerce 


Ww. 
Cullom and the Defective Law. 

“He says this is defective and should be 
amended so that in one way or another the 
national government may have better con- 
trol of the subject and prevent not only ex- 
orbitant rates but also discrimination in 
favor of a few shippers. 

‘He wants the law amended so that it 
will be a good law for all men, and not a 
law for the advantage of a few tothe dis- 
advantage of the many. President Roosevelt 
says that the law, as it stands today, is not 
good enough. Now the members and friends 
of the federal machine in Illinois and the 
Washington syndicate are laying stress on 
the fact that their candidate for the senate 
in this campaign, Shelby M. Cullom, had 
a great deal to do with, or was actually the 
author of, the law. 

‘“‘ Of course it is not a crime to be the author 
of a defective law, but in view of the fact 
that it has been asserted unjustly that I 
am close to the railroads of the state and 
that Senator Cullom is not, and in view of 
the further fact that Cullom’s friends make 
much capital of the circumstance that he 
was closely connected with this law, is it 
not an interesting circumstance that after 
the law has been in operation twenty-five 
years it is discovered to be defective? 

“I do not want to go one step outside the 
record. I do not want to be understood as 
charging that when Senator Cullom was 
connected with the enactment of this law or 
when, he became the author he knew it to 
be so defective that in twenty-five years an 
American president would have to demand 
an amendment.

Mr. Hurley added that the missing man’s 
family is grief stricken, and that Mrs. Don- 
nelly was not expected to live on account 
of worry over her husband’s disappearance. 

At the suggestion of‘ M. C. Buckley of the 
Street Car Men’s union the plan of asking 
every union man in the country to join in 
the search was adopted. President John 
Fitzpatrick of the federation later sent a 
telegram to Samuel Gompers at national 
labor headquarters explaining _ Donnelly’s 
absence and asking codperation in the hunt. 

The theory gained und during the day 
with those who. were endeavoring to locate 
Donnelly that he had wandered away while 
mentally unbalanced. Since he was slugged 
at the federation of ‘labor election last 
July Donnelly; it is said, at times had shown 
the effects of his injuries. 


Sarcastic Gibe at Typothete. 

Besides instituting the search for Donnelly 
the federation at its meeting framed a peti- 
tion in sarcastic vein to the Chicago Typothe- 
tee on behalf of the officers of Typographical 
union No. 16 who were sertenced by Judge 
Holdom to thirty days each in jail. The 
resolutions ran as follows: 

Whereas, It is commonly reportedethat Judge 
Holdom is unable to put into effect the sentence 
recently imposed on the officers and members of 
the printers’ union because of some supposed in- 
fluence exerted by the typothete, 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this federation 
that the typothetse be petitioned to permit the 
sentence to be carried out. 


Steamboat Bill Is Supported. 

A petition was addressed to national legis- 
lators from Illinois asking support for a 
bill in congress regulating the crews on 
passenger steamers. The move is supposed 
to apply especially to t big excursion 
boats. William Penje cf tlie Seamen's union, 
in advocating the appeal, said: 

“ There are twenty-eight passenger steam- 
ers plying from Chicago carrying at times 
as many as 3,000 passengers each. None 
of these boats carries more than six able sea- 
men in its crew. The rest of the gailors are 
inexperienced deck hands and roustabouts 


Although there have been few excursion 
accidents, the Slocum disaster in New York 
is still fresh in mind, and the federation 
should lend its aid in seeing that the public 
which patronizes the excursion steamers is 
safeguarded.”’ 

State Prison Is Criticised. 

An indication that the officials of the Joliet 
state penitentiary are to be attacked for 
alleged violation of the convict labor law was 
contained in a report of a committee from the 
federation which last week made an inspec- 
tion of the prison. The report said: 

We found no new lines of hand work, but, on the 
contrary, several thousand dollars seem to have 
been expended for new and improved machinery, 
and still there are convicts idle in the cellhouses. 
The law calls for hand and foot power machinery 
as far as practicable, but in spite of this it ap- 
pears that this section of the law is completely 
lost sight of, and that the sole desire of the prison 
board is to place the institution on a self-support- 
ing or productive basis. 


Aid for Convicted Unionists. 

The federation voted $200 to the Carriage 
and Wagon Workers’ union for the purpose 
of appealing the cases of the officials of that 
organization recently found guilty in connec- 
tion with the Gilhooley trial.

ALGECIRAS, Feb. 4.—The brilliant though 


‘bloody spectacle of a bull fight in honor of 


the conference on Moroccan reforms was the 
event of today. The American and British 
delegates refused to attend. 

A box gayly decorated with the Spanish 
colors accommodated the ambassadors ani 
officials of the other countries represented 
at the conference. 

Most of the delegations to the conference 
were represented dnd many of the envoys 
were accompanied by their wives and daugh- 
ters, The duke of Almodovar. the Spanish 
foreign minister, who is president of the con- 
ference, accompanied by the duchess, was 
the center of a group of ambassadors, and 
white garbed Moors and throngs of Spanish 
women in picturesque costumes gave a touch 
of quaintness. to the animated scene. 

Three celebrated bull fighters furnished the 
sport, and the bulls were from the famous 
herd of Don Moreno Santa Maria of Seville: 
The first animal brought into the ring, a 
huge, black Andglusian beast, killed two 
horses before the matador, Lagartijo, skill- 
fully Grove his sword to the hilt into the an- 
imal, which fell dead. Thousands cheered 
this, and the band played a Spanish fan- 
dango. 

The second bull was ceremoniously dedi- 
cated to the duke of Almodovar by Matador 
Morenita, which is a custom of the country. 
It proved to be an ugly fighter and goredthe 
blind horse of a picador. This bull also was 
dispatched. Another bull killed five horses, 
four of them dying in the arena, while the 
deri terribly gored, staggered outside and 
died. ; 

The picadors were often unhorsed, but none 
of them was seriously hurt. The skill of the 
matadors was shown as they pirouetted be- 
fore the bellowing animals, which were 
tae to madness by the darts stuck into 
them. 

The foreigners present witnessed the scene 
with mingled admiration at the audacity of 
the ma re and horror at ite cruelty.

DEATH ROOM FLOWER BED. 


LYING IN STATE OF DEAD DANISH 
MONARCH IS STRIKING SCENE. 


Black and All Signs of Mourning Are 

. Absent from the Room—Seautifual 
Grouping Suggests Glorious Crown- 
img of Honored Life—Fortune in 
Rare Blooms Banked Around Coffin, 

on Which Rest Dead Monarch’s 
Brass Helmet and Sword, 


COPENHAGDN, Feb. 4.—There was an im- 
pressive memorial service over the body of 
King Christian in the “ garden ” roomof the 
pajace tonight. All the membersof the royal 
family were present, but otherwise the cere- 
mony was strictly private. 

Early In the day a correspondent was per- 
mitted to visit the “garden” room. It is 
called the “ garden shoal,” because. the win- 
dows open on the beautiful palace Bardens. 
A striking feature of the lying in state of the 
monarch is its extreme simplicity and the 
abundant evidence of the loving reverence of 
the members of the royal family, who spend 
most of their time in the room arranging the 
flowers and disposing of newly arriving 
wreaths and floral designs. Two sentries of 
the footguard, wearing old fashioned bus- 
bies, stand at the door. 

Rare Flowers Banked on Coffin. 

The only occupants of the room at the time 
of the correspondent’s visit were the king's 
four personal adjutants and a lackey, who 
will remain on duty beside the coffin until 
it is removed to its last resting place within 
the gray walls of Hoskilde. The coffin lies 
in the middle of the room, before the gaze of 
the Danish kings and queens whose pictures 
line the red tapestried walls. It is tovered 
with two Danish flags and lies amid banks 
of the rarest flowers and surrounded by 
wreaths, lillies, pink and white roses, violets, 
lilies of the valley, and carnations. 

On the coffin is the brass helmet with its 
plume and the crossed sword and scabbard 
worn by King Christian when he was the 
captain of the Danish horseguards, the stan- 
dards of which regiment are planted on 
either side of the head flanking two enormous 
silver candelabra from the collection of the 
Danish kings at Rosenborg. 


Black Absent from Room. 

A maseive silver crucifix stands on a white 
covered table, while palms and ferns are ar- 
ranged in the corners of the room to complete 
the picture of impressive simplicity. The 
entire absence of black from the “ garden ”’ 
room igs noteworthy. The red walls, gilded 
window frames, and the multicolored flow- 
ers, among which the king’s favorite “ Mag- 
na Charta™ rose predominates, completely 
remove the gloom of the usual death cham- 
ber, The whole grouping rather suggests 
the glorious crowning of an honored life. 

This note was also struck by the prayers 
and sermons in all the churches today, in 
which King Christian was eulogized not so 
much as a monarch but asa splendid pattern 
for every Christian.

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PURE FOOD BILL 
‘HALTED 17 YEARS 


Henry Beach Needham, in 
‘Magazine Article, Tells How 
Measure Is Sidetracked. 


SENATE IS CHIEF BLOCK. 


Details Many Obstacles Which 
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=f Needham, 


Now Prevent Passage of the 
Heyburn Bill. 


“ Seventeen years ago the first pure food 
bill was introduced in the senate, and it has 
been debated off and on ever since.” 

With this introduction Henry Beach Need- 
bam tells in World’s Work the amazing 
story of the delays to the pure food bill in 
the United States senate as an illustration 
of obstructive methods. 

It will enable the millions of consumers of 
food to. understand why the United States 
ig the only civilized country which docs not 
possess a national food law. It will enable 
them to appreciate the difficulties which 
now confront the Heyburn bill during the 
present session of the United States senate, 
the only measure, according to the best 
authorities, that there is any hope of passing.

“When one pays for wholesome articles 
he docs not care to receive bad coffee, glu- 
cose sirups, coal tar jellies, spurious, whis- 
kies, adulterated drugs, and imitation flavor- 
ing extracts. One does not want codfish 
sausages or green hams, ‘ smoke cured,’ all 
preserved with boracic acid; ‘New Orleans 
molasses’ or ‘honey,’ composed largely of 
giucose; olive oil, in reality cotton seed oil; 
*pure raspberry jelly,’ manufactured from 
glucose mixed with citric acid and coal tar 
dye. 

“If the state cannot protect the individual 
against such swindling—and the state com- 
missions confess their impotenoe—one nat- 
urally looks to the federal government for 
protection and to his representative in con- 
gress to provide statutory means for such 

tection. How has the welfare, the 
eaith, and longevity of the 80,000,000 Amer- 
icans been conserved by congress?”’ 
Describes Introduction of Bill.

These so-called ‘wholegalers’ are, in fact, 
the manufacturers—not distiller f the 
great part of the whisky output in the United 
States, Less than 1 per cent of the American 
product is distilled whisky. 

** Under a federal statute “every person 
who shall manufacture any spurious 
imitation, or compound liquors, for sale under 
the name of whisky is to be regarded 
as a rectifier.. Such ‘ spurious imitation,’ 
theréfore; is legalized. But until a pure food 
bill becomes a law the public is not protected 
against the imitated article, except that dis- 
tilled whisky bottled in bond bears a green 
revenue stamp. The “ rectifiers ’’’ haye fought 
the pure food bill and so far successfully. 
These imitators are powerful in Llinois—Sen- 
ator Cullom’s state; Maryland—Senator Gor- 
man’s state; Cincinnati—which accounts for 
Senator Foraker’s opposition; Massachusetts 
—another ‘kick’ for Senator Lodge; andin 
New York—reason enough for Senators Platt 
and Depew. 


Points Reason for Opposition. 

‘‘ There is no - whisky rectified in North Da- 
kota and Idaho, the states of, Senators Mc- 
Cumber and Heyburn—father and stepfather 
respectively of the senate pure food bill. 
There is no whisky rectified in Maine, either, 
yet Senator Frye and Senator Hale opposed 
pure food legislation. Their opposition, par- 
ticularly that of Senator Frye, the president 
pro tempore of the senate, is doubtless due to 
the influence of the canning industry. 

‘*On the coast of Maine, herring are canned 
in great quantities, the boxes labeled In 
French, and the product sold throughout the 
country as ‘ fine imported@sardines.’ Senator 
Frye is as partial to the herring as Senator 
Lodge is to the cod. The canners of fruit 
have the services of Senator Kean of New 
Jersey, and the rectifiers are also strong in 
that State. Locate the makers of adulterated 
drugs, particularly the compounders of pat- 
ent medicines, and the senators representing 
these ‘ interests ’ will be found hostile to pure 
food legislation. Much patent medicine is 
made in Connecticut, from which state came 
the late Senator Platt. The south has a cotton 
seed oll industry. Of late years a large part 
of this oil has found a market asa food. It 
ean be refined to imitate olive oil, or mixed 
with beef stearine to imitate lard, with profits 
from 25 to 100 per cent greater. 

“This ‘interest,’ together with the d@is- 
tributers of every form of adulterated food, 
drink, and drugs which finda ready market in 
the south, has influenced Senators Bailey, 
Berry, Carmack, Money, Morgan, and other 
southern senators to oppose the bill behind 
the mask of ‘state rights.’ Yet many of 
these senators will be found favoring govern- 
ment control of railroads rates. 


Telis Spooner’s Reasons. 

‘“ But what of Senator Spooner (he was 
‘with the bill,” remember)—the man who 
openly killed pure food legislation? The 
rectifiers are strong in Wisconsin, but the 
brewing interests are stronger, and the brew- 
ers favor the legislation. Friends of the 
bill attribute the senator’s opposition to 
‘Spooner’s general cussedness.’ They for- 
get that Senator Aldrich opposed the meas- 
ure, and that it is Senator Spooner’s bounden 
duty to fight the battles of the Aldrich ruling 
clique on the floor of the senate,”

“ Commissioner Garfield never gave the de- 
partment of justice any evidence against the 
packers. He told them he would not, and he 
is a man of his word.” f 

Attorney General Moody made this declara- 
tion with strong emphasis yesterday after- 
noon in an interview at the Auditorium An- 

‘nex. At the same time he made it plain that 
he was satisfied with the present status of 
the packers’ triakh He spoke highly of Dis- 
trict Attorney Morrison, as well as of Com- 
missioner Garfield, and said Mr. Morrison's 
conduct of the government defense in the spe- 
cial immunity pleas made by the packers left 
nothing to be desired. 

It js generally believed that Mr. Moody will 
return to Chicago to make the final argu- 
ments before the case goes to Federal Judge 
Humphrey. It is conceded that no one is bet- 
ter able to explain the lega\ provisions of the 
immunity clause under the act creating the 
bureau of corporations or to present the 
effect upon the country of any such interpre- 
tation of the clause as has been made by at- 
torneys for the great packing corporations. 


Pleased with Morrison’s Work. 


“I do not know whether I shall or not,” 
said the attorney general when asked 
whether he would deliver the final arguments. 
“It Is not necessary that I should. District 
Attorney Morrison's work during the trial! 
could not be more satisfactory to the depart- 
ment of justice. In my beiief he is entirely 
competent to carry it forward toa successful 
conclusioy."’ ; 

It was suggested that Mr. Morrison had 
his hands full with such an array of opposing 
counsel. The attorney genera! said some- 
thing about that being an advantage to the 
single opponent under certain conditions. 

* I should like to make it understood,”’ sald 
the attorney general, “that any reports of 
friction between the department of justice 
and Commissioner Garfield, or that the de- 
partment has any intention, as has been inti- 
mated, of making Mr. Garfield a scapegoat, is 
unfounded. I consider Commissioner Garfield 
a high grade man. Whether he promised the 
packers immunity or not will appear at the 
proper time. He told them, as their witnesses 
have testified, that he would not supply the 
department of justice with the evigence they 
furnished, and he kept his word.” 


Moody Hears Gunsaulus Preach. 

Mr. Moody had no conferences during the 
day with any of the government attorneys. 
He wé¢nt to Central church in the morning 
with Judge Bethea to hear the Rev. Frank 
W. Gunsaulus preach. Afterwards he took 
lunchéon at the Chicago club with Judge 
Bethezj and Assistant Attorney General 
Oliver” BE. Pagin. He took a long walk in 
the afternoon, and then he did some proof- 
reading on an argument which he made re- 
cently before the federal Supreme court in 
a case in which $5,000,000 of government 
customs in the Philippines is at stake. 

District Attorney Morrison remained all 
day at his home in Dixon. John E. Wilkie, 
chief of the secret service bureau, insisted 
that he was not here on government busi- 
ness, but came to visit friends in Oak Park.

prevent Japanese immigration these peopl 
will suffer outrages as atrocious as those 
perpetrated in Idaho and Colorado upon the 
Chinese,’ which awakened the people of the 
east to the, feeling existing in the west fn 
regard to the Chinese. 

The administration is between two fires in 
this matter. The Japanese are too proud a 
people to acquiesce calmly to any action 
which places them upon a different footing 
from other nations. It is even said that in- 
timations have been given that the govern- 
ment at Tokio would be disposed to consider 
the adoption of a-policy of this kind as dis- 
ne to the good relations of the two coun- 

es. 

Japan has been endeavoring to prevent its 
subjects from coming to America, preferring 
to keep them’ at home or to use them in 
colonizing Corea and developing its inter- 
ests in Manchuria. Representative McKinlay 
says, however, that Australia and Canada 
have both adopted restrictive measures 
against Japanese immigration, and these 
countries are colonies of Great Britain, with 
which Japan has an offensive and defensive 
alliance. 

There is reason to believe, in spite of Mr. 
McKimliay’s argument, that the president wili 
rb any bill restricting Japanese immigra- 
tion, 

The administration is deeply interested in 
securing action by congress so as to lessen 
the hardships inflicted upon Chinese of the 
higher classes tn visiting the United States. 
It was believed that such legislation would 
be followed by cessation of boycott upon 
American goods. 


DEMOCRATS MEET ON RATE ACT. 


Representatives Hold Caucuses and Will 
Offer Amendments to Dolliver-Hep- 
burn Interstate Commerce Bill. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 4.—[{Special.]— 
Democratic representatives in the house, led 
by Shackelford, La Mar, and Weisse, have 
been holding caucuses for the last few days 
and will offer certain important amendments 
to the Dolliver-Hepburn bili om Tuesdhy. 
They will have the support of a number of 
republican members. Oe’ amendment will 
be proposed to section 4 providing that the 
interstate commerce cOmmission may after 
thirty days’ notice change a rate. The bill 
as it now reads gives this privilege to a car- 
rier on the thirty days’ notice. 

Another important amendment to be pro- 
posed gives the interstate commerce com- 
mission power when that body has estab- 
‘lished to {ts satisfaction, after complaint trat 
a rate is unreasonable, to go beyond the si 2- 
| gle. schedule involvéd in substituting a rea- 
sonable rate and make a genera) inquiry and 
readjustment. 

It is mot expected these amendmente will 
be accepted the purpose of Speaker Cannon 
and Representative Hepburn being to pass 
the bill as reported from the committee. 

Senator Knox was in conference with the 
president again today and urged upon him 
the importance of an amendment to the Dol- 
liver-Hepburn bill enabling appeal to the 
courts, The president has given no final de- 
cision, awaiting the result of the discussion 
in progress between the senators.

Garfield Is to Testify. 

mmissioner Garfield in any event will be 
pldaced.gn the stand by the government. His 
testimony, it may be stated with authority, 
will not differ in,any essential points from 
the testimony introduced by the packers. 
Indeed, from the viewpoint of the govern- 
ment, it is.expected to “take the wind out 
of thelr sails.’’ There may be some dispute 
as to the words that Commissioner Garfield 
actually used, but it will not be disputed that 
he promised them that the information 
he secured as the chief of the bureau of cor- 
porations was not'to be given to the depart- 
ment of justice. The report was secured, as 
Commissioner Garfield stated, for the infor- 
mation of the president and congress, and 
was turned over to the president and to con- 
gress. The only portion of it which has been 
used by the district attorney's office is that 
which was made public by the packérs them- 
selves. Even then, it is stated, the data 
merely were used before the federal grand 
jury to refresh the district attorney's 
memory. 

Answer to Immunity Plea, 

The position the government will take 
when it comes to an argument of the case is 
-that the law relative to the immunity guar- 
anteed by the buredu ‘of corporations is ex- 
plicit in that it requires those who wish to 
avail themselves of the immunity privilege 
to take formal legal proceedings. There can 
be no immunity, it will be contended, unless 
the packers or their agents first demanded 
it and then required the commissioner to put 
them on oath. None of the packers was 
placed on oath. As a government official 
expressed it tersely: 

Attorney General Moody takes the position 
that if the packers secure immunity in con- 
sequence of the unsworn testimony that they 
gave Commissioner Garfield, it would be im- 
possible for the government to proceed 
against any of the railroads of the country 
on rate cases or other violations of the In- 
terstate commerce act, because most of such 
proceedings have been taken after evidence 
has been given by railroad officials, 


SCANDAL OVER $90,000 BILLS 
RENDERED FOR STREET WORK. 


Election Fire Damage on New York 
Thoroughfares Repaired and Graft 
Charges Come from Investigation. 


New York, Feb. 4.—Borough President 
Ahearn is investigating repair bills put in 
by several asphalt companies for $90,000 for 
work alleged to have been necessary on ac- 
count of bonfires on asphalt pavements on 
last election night. 

Repairs are charged for at the original 
cost, which is said to be $1.75 a yard. Inas- 
much as there is no money to pay for these 
repairs, according to Mr. Ahearn, none was 
ordered by him. The repairs were made, 
however, but without the borough presi- 
Gent’s authority. The amount of $90,000 
would pay for two and one-half miles of 
asphalt streets and it is declared by ris 
that not one-twentileth of that area waa in- 
jured by bonfires on election night. The 
i ae president is elected with the mayor 
and he controls the highways department 
where the scandal has broken out. It re- 
lieves Mayor McClellan of the stigma of 
“graft,” as’ he has no direction over the 
officials under suspicion. The scandal, it 
is expected, will reach the extent of the gas 
lighting scandal of a year ago.

HOOSIER FRIENDS ACTIVE. 


Pledges of Delegates Being Se- 
cured in Method Observed 
by Marcas Hanna. 


Washington, D“C., Feb, 4.—[Special.}J—The | 
statement is made here by persona who-claim | 


to know what is going on behind the scenes 
that unless other presidential candidates be- 
stir themselves Vice President Fairbanks will 
at no distant day have a sufficient number of 
delegates pledged to make him the most 
formidable candidate for the presidential 
nomination in 1908. 

Fairbanks is a silent; persistent, painstak- 
ing worker. He has had the presidential bee 
in his bonnet for many years. (He was 4 great 
favorite of President McKinley, and many 
persons believe that McKinley desired to see 
Fairbanks succeed him in the presidential 


chair. 


There was a notable thering of Indiana 
politicians in Washington last week, and al. 
of them are workers for the Fairbanks ma- 
chine. It wasannounced that the visitors had 
come here to attend the dinner of Senator 
Hemenway, which was given in honor of the 
vice president and the Indiana delegation in 
congress. There were long conferences be- 
tween these visiting politicians, and Falt- 
banks and his: friends, and there is good rea- 
s6n to believe that a good deal was done in 
the way of perfecting the organization formed 
for the purpose of securing the republican 
nomination for Indiana’s son two years 
hence. 

Beveridge Converted to Fairbanks. 

Everything is lovely for Fairbanks in In- 
diana. He has just cleaned up the opposing 
faction in the republican party there headed 
by the youthful Senator Beveridge, who is 
understood to have so responded to the treat- 
ment applied to him that he now gives three 
cheers every time the name of Fairbanks 
is mentioned in his presence. 

Senator Beveridge is no longer in a post- 
tion to hamper the progress of the Fairbanks 
boom in Indiana. In the factional fight over 
the state chairmanship Beveridge suffered 
an ignominious rout, and if he does not train 
with Fairbanks in the future he will not ac- 
tively oppose him. 

In his campaign to secure delegates for 
McKinley in 1896 Marcus nn@ began his 
operations in the south. He had nailed 
down that section before the representatives 
of other candidates had begun work. Hanna 
enlisted in the cause a number of young 
men who went out looking for delegates and 
got them. Fairbanks knows something of 
the methods of Hanna, and his representa- 
tives are now treating with the leading 
party men in the south. 


Strong Friends in Tilinois. 


The vice president is certain of Indiana’s 
thirty delegates and he is counting upon 
Illinois. His fortunes in that state arein the 
hands of Charles G. Dawes, former controller 
of the currency, who is one of the young men 
who assisted Hanna in the preconvention 
campaign made in the interests of the candi- 
dacy of McKinley. Fairbanks has strong 
and influential friends in Illinois and his 
chances of securing the delegation from that 
state are probably beyter than those of any 
other man who has been mentioned for the 
presidential nominatiog, with the exception 
of Speaker Cannon. 

The vice president and his friends profess 
to believe that the next standard bearer of 
the republican party will be a western man. 
Ohio has two favorite sons In the persons of 
Secretary Taft and Senator Foraker. Both 
are strong in Ohio and are widely and favor- 
ably known throughout the country. The 
Fairbanks men believe that the rivalry of 
Taft and Foraker will prevent either of them 
from securing the united support of Ohio's 
delegation to the next national convention. 
Therefore Fairbanks is figuring on the Buck- 
eye state. Some of his Hoosier friends are 
enthusiastic and they believe that the for- 
malities of a nominating convention and an 
election might just as well be dispensed with. 


Hoosier Candidate Quite Busy. 


While all others who have been mentioned 
for the honor of the presidential nomination 
have been apparently inactive, Fairbanks has 
been hotfooting after @legates, ahd political 
observers here assert that unless the other 
aspirants get busy he will get such a start 
that it will be impossible to catch him.

FOOTBALL’S MORAL EFFECT. 

President Eliot of Harvard has made it 
clear in his annual report to the board of’ 
overseers that his objection to football is 
based upon more serious grounds even than 
the loss of life and the bruises and fractures 
resulting from it. The injuries and deaths 
are more numerous than the public general- 
ly has been led to believe, but, after 
all, only a few men in each college are 
exposed to those dangers, and they enter 
the game with full knowledge of its possible 
consequences. The real victims of football 
are, in President Eliot’s opinion, the spec- 
tators who support the game and the col- 
leges which permit it. 

As a spectacle he believes it to be more 
brutalizing than prize fighting, cock fight- 
ing, or bull fighting. “ Regarded as a com- 
bat between highly trained men,” he says, 
“the prize ring has great advantages over 
the football field, for the rules of the prize 
ring are more humane than those of foot- 
ball, and they can be, and often are, strictly 
enforced. . . . Yet prize fighting is il- 
legal.” The effect upon the minds of those 
who learn to take pleasure in the sight of 
the struggle must be bad. Upon the men

New Orleans, La.; ‘Feb. 4—[Special.}—If 
the size of the betting ring is a thermometer 
of. racing prosperity, New Orleans now is 
doing what no othér racing center in the west 
has ever attempted to do. In the prosper- 
ous days in Chicago the presence of fifty 
bookmakers at Washington park, where the 
attendance averaged 15,000 a day, was a 
rare sight. It took that many to deal the 
odds for the crowd that att the Fair 
Grounds and City park yesterday. There 
were twenty-six on at the Fair Grounds 
and twenty-four at City park and none com- 


plained. of lightness of the play. The aver- 


age expenses of the books is $170. This force 


-may be gonsidered unnatural and the accu- 


sation of “ padding,” which was handed 
from one side to the other, may have some 
foundation, but the truth remains, if book- 
makers themselves are to be believed, that 
the average ‘‘ take ”’ was not less than §6,- 


In the height af thee summer season, when 
Cincinnati, ah older and more prosperous 
racing town than New Orleans ever claimed 
to be, had the game all to itself, it was seldom 
that more than fifteen books were in line. 
In 1908, when Harlem and Hawthorne were 
racing alternately, forty was the high ter 
mark. Those who are handling the money 
here are wondering where it comes from. 

The town is filled up with strangers and 
the price of lodging is quoted at 20 per cent 
higher t ever before. The natives are 
taking to the races with an avidity that is 
astonishing. One would suppose that free 
badges wére being distributed widely, but 
such is not the case, Seventy-five out of 
every hundred of the patrons of either track 
pay to getin. The crowds are always shift- 
ing and an automobile can take a party from 
one track to the other in five minutes. Even 
a street car enables one to see the second 
race at one track and the third at the other 
with ample time to cash his ticket and get 
Gown a bet. 


Truce in War of Tracks. 


At the outset of the season this was re- 
garded as a game of “ freeze out” and it 
generally was predicted that one side would 
have to give over before the middle of Janu- 
ary. But both claim to be making money 
and express satisfaction at the trend of the 
fight which hardly ‘can be called a fight. 
There is no sign of weakness on either side 
and.it is a question now if the local and visit- 
ing racegoers would be content with a di- 
vision of dates. 

Enough horses and owners will go from 
here to make an interesting season at Hot

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Apparent Intention of Congress to 
Look Into Railroad Ownership affa 
Possibility of Big Coal Strike Seem 
terests Generally on the Bull Side, 
However—Easier Money in Chicago

Temporary factors of importance are 
against a bull market. The apparent inten- 
tion of congress to look into railroad owner- 
ship and the possibility of a widespread 20a! 
strike are serious matters thet have no fa- 
vorable side from the viewpoint of higher 
prices. But what will be the result on the 
market cannot be so readily asserted. Cer- 
tainly, not in ten years has theré been a 
market in such an inherently strong position, 
and certainly not in that time has a market 
refused with such persistence to respond to 
temporarily unfavorable conditions as hes 
this one. 

Market Not Opposed. 

It is evident that no important large inter- 
est is opposed to the market. There is left 
euperrunity. by this fact, for large specu- 
lators and so-called room traders to make 
a market to their own Hking within a mod- 
erate range. The culative interests have 
chosen for the part’ to assume a bull 
position, and, their plans not being opposed, 
they have kept prices at a point not war- 
ranted in an ordinary market. The ability 
of one or two houses and a few room traders 
to carry prices their way was illustrated 
last Wednesday, when the Gates following, 
whose bull opinions were thoroughly touted, 
caused advances in the standard stocks of 
from one to three points. The room traders 
are a larger force in the market than was 
the case several years ago. They aré able 
individually to swing from 10,000 to 40,000 
shares for a turn, and, given some such cue 
as is afforded by the Gates people, they can 
temporarily e prices. 


Continued Investment Buying. 


Against the bear side of the market there 
is the huge investment buying and the ab- 
sence of the public. The increasing wealth 
of the country-and of individuals has reached 
such a point that there is outright purchase 
of securities for investment when they touch 
quotations but little below ruling market 
prices. Of course if it might be thought 
there were poor crops ahead and depressed 
industrial conditions, there would be an ab- 
sence of this buying. But, witha report such 
as the United Steel corporation issued last 
Monday, and with such reports as the rail- 
roads issue weekly, monthly, and annually, 
there is no foundation for general distrust. 
It is not a trite expression to say the wealth 
of the country has grown up to the volume 
of securities. It is a highly important fact. 
Railroads which a few years ago were bank- 
rupt and were greatly overcapitalized in re- 
organizations, are now earning handsome 
returns on what was plainly watered stock, 
There is no gainsaying such a demonstration 
of increased wealth. 


Congress and Coal Strike. 

Based on such a foundation, the market for 
securities occupies a position of extraor- 
dinary strength. It can overlook much that 
is unfavorable, providing it be considered 
temporary. Witness the 125 per cent monéy 
market and the small influence !t exercised 
on the bear side. But if congress is to dis- 
rupt a railroad situation brought about by 
conservative planning and on which the sta- 
bility of rallroad rates depends, then there 
will be created an investment situation the 
reverse of that now obtaining. And the coal 
strike, should it occur, will not bé good for 


the railroads. The sympathies of the people, - 


etrongly anti-corporation as they now seem 
to be, will give legislators opportunities to 
make themselves popular with their constit- 
uents, and congress will not be the last to 
profit by an investment in popwlarity at the 
expense of capital. 

Bank Statement. 

The bank statement on Saturday showed 
a Gecrease of $4,702,225 in the excess re- 
serve. The market was apparently affected 
in some degree by the showing, but the prin- 
cipal cause of weakness lay in the probability 
of a strike of coal miners. Loans showed an 
expansion of over $16,000,000, although there 
was much liquidation in the stock market 
in the period of the bank statement week. 
There was an increase of $14,200,500 in de- 
posits, an amount fairly corresponding with 
the increase in loans. The cash decrease 
was relatively small, being $1,120,600. To- 
tal loans are $81,000,000 less than the corre- 
sponding wéek last year, while deposits are

The expectation here ts that the market ts 
destined to go highér still, much higher in 
special instances, but the man who goes in 
and buys now deserves more than he likely 
will get for hig courage. It is considered 
strange that the business in home railways 
should remain so quiet, for with investors on 
the fookout for good purchases, as they un- 
doubtedly are, the attractions of many of 
the stocks in the. list might’ have been 
thought to be irresistible. Thus a present 
yield of 4 per cent, with prospects of more, 
and of an almost certain capital enhance- 
ment, are offered in several instances with- 
out awakening any responsive echo in the 
breast of the capitalist.

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SHORTS SHRK A SHELTER. 


COVERING A FEATURE OF LagT 
WEEK'S WHEAT MARKET. 


Cold. Weather and Crop Damage Talk 
Serves to Give Cereal Better Tone— 
Broomhall’s Estimate of Shipments 
Bearish—Record Breaking Exports 
of Corn—Oats Drag—Provisions Are 
Active and Higher—General Com- 
mercial News. 


Developments in last week’s wheat market 
indicated a marked degree of nervous- 
ness on the part.of the shorts. The period 
began with a continued display of the bears’ 
old confidence, but as it took on age the 
willifgness to keep up the pressure that 
caused such a weak ending to the opera- 
tions of the week before became less as- 
sertive. In the later sessions the offerings 
became light on the sicker spots, and around 
S4c there were buying orders for the May 
from all sides. The volume of trading early 
was not large, but toward the close it be- 
eame broader, the business done in the short 


Bession being the largest of the week. The 
' gtain made advances of %c for May and 14c 


for July compared to the final quotations 


et the week before. 


The news had a mixed complexion, that of 
the optimistic cast being more in evidence 
in the later sessions. The weather played 
its part with more importance and had 
much to do toward creating a nervousness 
among the shorts. About midweek the pre- 
diction of a cold sweep over the winter belt 
gave birth to quite general covering and 
proved a tonic to prices, but the failure of 
the temperature to reach the expecied low 
levels nésulted in reviving the bears’ ag- 
gressiveness. The May broke under 840, 
but there developed good support around 
that figure. The display of strength on Sat- 
urday, when the trading was large and im- 
portant, resulted from nervousness over the 
expectation of a fall of the mercury in the 
unprotected sections of the beit and from 
reports from various localities that damage 
to the tender plant already had been done. 
Night freezes and day thaws were reported 
to have had bad effects, and the southwest 
came forth with word that unless the plant 
soon got the snow protection a cold snap 
would work much injury. In many quarters, 
however, the damage reports were not given 
full credence, and in some circles they were 
laughed down altogether. Conservative in- 
vestigators “on the spot” gave it as their 
opinion that, while the damage done to date 
had been insignificant, the plant was in a 
position to suffer from a weather attack. 


Bearish Tone to Statistics. 

Routine statistical news for the most part 
was bearish. The movement of wheat from 
the Argentine and Australia was heavy, and 
the bears pointed to it as evidencing the im- 
portance that those countries may play in 
supplying the wantsof Europe. The Broom- 
hall estimate of last week's total exports 
served as a thorn in the bulls’ side up to the 
time the cold weather and crop damage gos- 
sip started on Saturday. The English ex- 
pert calculated that the shipments would 
reach the large total of 11,200,000 bu, against 
actual shipments of 10,120,000 bu the week 
before aad about 9,500,000 bu the correspond- 
ing period last year. Argentina, Australia, 
and America alone showed a total of about 
8,000,000 bu. : 

At Minneapolis, where total stocks the 
week before showed an increase of 771,000 
bu, there was reported an increase for last 
week of only 72,000 bu in total holdings, anda 
decrease of 80,000 bu for one day. The con- 
tract stocks there showed an increase of 531,- 
000 bu for the week, and the bears hammered 
on this asa big argument. The expectation 
of a decrease of between 500,000 and 1,000,000 
bu in the visible supply had a stimulating 
effect. Reports as to the future movement 
of grain from the northwestern farms to 
Minneapolis and Duluth were not of one 
color. Some were to the effect that the ship- 
ments would continue liberal and well up 
with those of a year ago and others had it 
that indications pointed strongly to a marked 
falling off. , 

The matter of wheat’s reaching an export 
basis Hefore any pronounced developments 
could come is discussed pro and con. Some 
of the traders point to the difference of about 
6c between Chicago prices and prices at Win- 
nipeg, and hold that that difference must be 
wiped out before the United States wheat 
can compete in the foreign trade with any 
degree of success. The argument has been 
advanced by some that what wheat Europe 
may require from the American stocks must 
be of the inferlor grades. The foreigners 
apparently have been unable to get as much 
of the Manitoba stock as they require, and 
in view of this they have been taking some 
of our low grade winter wheat. The bulls

One of the best Influences 
was the strength shown for stock on the 
hoof. Shipments of meats and lard showed 
well over those of the corresponding period 
last year, and the bulls declare that the for- 
eign demand shows every promise of greater 
improvement. The shifting of packers from 
the selling to the buying side was a feature 
of the operations, they evidently abaridoning 
their attempts to keep the market down in 
order to cheapen the cost of hogs. The stocks 
of provisions were far under those of a year 
ago, and the decreases served to stimulate 
the shorts in their covering processes,
